REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In submitting a report of the iéfidotdie in this town during the past year 
I am aware that much devolves upon me, that I may discharge my duty 
fully and impartially as my oath compels me to do; forit is no easy 
matter, always to express the truth in words without apparently assum- 
ing the position before the public of acritic. It is, nevertheless, for the 
interest of the community and of the children in particular that justice be 
attempted, regardless of any. 

The function of Superintending School Committee, having to do with 
the imperfect, and I might say, almost worthless school system of New 
Hampshire, (when compared with our surrounding States, in which it 
has been my fortune to teach,) is often perverted into ‘‘Puffer General,’’ 
and all, whatever “the ifs” or “ands” who do not get praised, are the an- 
ticipated enemies of the unfortunate who attempts to discharge « sacred 
duty. 

There are many things which might and should be allowed space for, 
but a desired brevity for the sake of ‘‘economy” contracts the Riza into 
its most meagre proportions. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


R. L. Prescott, Prudential Committee. 


The first term in this district, commencing May, 11th and closing July 
3d, was taught by Miss Clara E. Woodman of Kingston. ‘his was Miss 
Woodman’ s first school, but not her last, 1 trust. She evinced great love 
for the work and an earnest desire that it should be done with thoreugh- 
ness. She gained the love and respect of her pupils, and the school at 
its close showed that the time had been wellimproved. Whole No. of 
scholars, 18 ; average attendance, 15. No. of visits by citizens, 22. 
Wages of teacher per month, including board, $28. 

The second term of 14 weeks, commencing Sept. 28th, was taught by 
Miss Helen F. Merrill of Chester. Miss Merrill is a teacher of consider- 
able experience and excellent reputation, which she well sustained in this. 
school. Good order, was with her the first requisite, as it should be with 
every teacher, as without it nothing can be done. Miss Merrill being 
called to another field of labor, the last four weeks of the term were com- 
pleted by her sister, Miss Laura Merrill, The examination at the close 
showed that the time had been well and profitably employed. The exer- 
cises, especially in Gymnastics and Elocution were very interesting. 
Whole No. scholars, 20. Average attendance, 16. Wages of teacher, $32. 
No. of visits by citizens, 22. . 
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DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Samuge. W. Srevens, Prudential Committee. 


Miss Nellie J. Sanborn, teacher. Spring term :—length of school 12 
weeks. No. of scholars, 46. Average attendance, 387. No. of scholars not 
absent one, hali-day,¥. No. of visits by citizens,21. Wages of teacher, $34. 
This,is one of our most interesting as well as most difficult schools ; with 
greater numbers aud m-re advanced pupils; but Miss Sanborn proved 
herself fully equal to the situation. Ruling with tact and gentleness, and 
teaching with patience and ardor weil worthy ot the cause. The same 
teacher was employed throughout the year and what is said of the spring 
ierm will apply to all. ; 

Fail term :—length, 14 1-2 weeks. Number of pupils, 42. Average at- 
tendance, 29 1-2. Number ot visits by citizens, 19. Length of Winter 
term, 7 1-2 weeks. Number ot pupils, 382. Average attendance, 25 4-7, 
Number of visits by citizens, 21. 


DIs'TRICT NO. 38. 


T. O. Reynowps, Prudential Committee. | 

Two terms of 11 and 14 weeks were taught in this district by Miss 
Laura P. Leach of Epping. ‘The first term commenced April 20th. Num- 
ber of scholars, 38. Average attendance, 383. Number of visits by citi- 
zens, 14. Wages of teacher, 333. Miss Leach is well qualified as a 
teacher, and is well adapted to impart her knowledge to others. Her 
heart is evidently in her work, and therefore she cannot fail to interest 
her pupils. Her wonderful tact for governing and her precise and care- 
ful method otf teaching, combine to make her a model teacher. The 
second term began August 17th. Number of scholars, 86. Average at- 
tendance, 30. Wages of teacher per month, $34. Both terms were a de- 
cided success, and the examinatiomat the close was a credit to teacher 
and scholar. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. (Union with Newton.) 


The unparalleled generosity vf Kingston allows this year upwards of 
$50 to go into Newton trom what should be the funds of District No. 3, 
tu educate one or two small children near the line. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Coj. S. P. Winstow, Prudential Committee. 


This school, consisting of a Spring term of 9 weeks and a Fall term of 
13 weeks, was taught by Miss Susie 11. Gordon of Brentwood. Miss 
Goidon evidently tried to teach a good school, but more experience and 
larger attainments in knowledge are necessary to make her a successtul 
teacher. There was a lack of order and a want of thoroughness in 
teaching. The school was not exactly a success, although we hope not 
entirely a failure. Number of scholars firstterm, 41. Average attendance, 
37. Wages of teacher, $26. Number of visits by citizens, 37. Number 
of scholars second term, 44. Average attendance, 34. Wages of teacher, 
$28. Visits by citizens, 14. — 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Wittram G. Wixson, Prudential Committee. 


First term :—This school, commencing May 4th, and continuing 12 
weeks, was taught by Miss Annie L. Dow of Plaistow. Miss Dow is a

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teacher of many years’ experience, and we expected much of this school, 
but were somewhat disappointed. ‘here was such a lack of order that 
the school made a bad appearance at its close ; although some of the ex- 
ercises were quite interesting, and the recitations showed that some of 
the pupils, especially the older ones, had made good use of their time. 
Number of pupils, 36. Average attendance, 27. Wages of a ited, per 
month $34.. Number of visits by citizens 11. 

Second term, taught by Miss Laura .A. Merrill of Chester, bagi 
September 21, closed December 5th.. Whole number of seholars, 33. 
Average attendance, 25. Wages of teacher, $36. Number of visits by 
citizens, 238. Miss Merrill fully met our expectations and kept an ex- 
cellent school. She was, as every teacher should be, mistress of the 
school; and being a thorqugh teacher, the term Was a pleasant and profit- 
able one. 

Having thus given you a brief account of the several terms of schoo) 
taught during the year, permit me to offer a few suggestions regarding 
the whole. 

The school-houses in town are undoubtedly. better than those of aver- 
age towns around us, but there is a little deficiency in the employment of 
a uniformity of text-books ; and there is likely to be where the persons 
in authority are changed every year, new ones having different views 
of this or that book. Much valuable time is lost to the scholar in not 
securing this, as a multiplicity of classes renders the time allotted to each 
too short to get or expect justice from the teacher. Another sad lack 
is in the want of apparatus, Every farmer, every mechanic must have 
in his tool-house the most modern and labor-saving implement or a terri- 
ble waste of muscle is sustained. Every woman must now have hersew- 
ing machine, her modern cook-stove or an equal loss is complained of. 
But our children, for whom we profess such attachment and whom we all 
hold most dear, must be content rite heads to plod on, in the old 
ruts, working up a very inferior knowledge of things from books alone, 
and on hard benches we would not be Hired to use in our dwellings. The 
fact is evident; a child can obtain with ease, a better and more compre- 
hensive knowledge of geography from a globe in five lessons than in fifty- 
five without one. It is next to impossible tor one to get a clear idea of 
cube root without the explanatory blocks, and how easily little children 
learn the elements of numbers by the use of the simple little enumera- 
tion frame. A verv few cents from each voter or tax-payer would put all 
the necessary apparatus into our common schools, and we should reap a 
hundred fold from the intelligent eyes of little ones as they sparkle de- 
lightfully on coming home to papa and mamma with an exact idea of a 
round world and “ four times four are sixteen and I know why.” 

Our Academy, with which your committee has nothing officially to do, 
desérves mention in connection with school interests. The trustees have 
faithfully done their duty and made strenuous efforts to have the school a 
success. ‘Though the Spring term was small in number of pupils. Mr. 
Hayes did his best to do his duty as a teacher. Mr. Sanderson, teacher 
of the Winter term, however showed us another demonstration of the 
excellent fitness to teach, of a person taught how to teach in a Normal 
school. He deserves much credit for his manner of carrying the term 
through so eminently successful. 

The foregoing, imperfect work though it be, is respectfully submitted.
